THE LATEST WAR NEWS 

Four German steamers, aggregat- 
ing 20,000 tons, seized as prices of 
war by the Cuban Government, were 
transferred to the United States 
Government Tuesday. 

German airplanes raided Kent and 
Yorkshire counties on the east coast 
of England. Ten flyers dropped 
bombs on Ramsgate, Margate and 
Dover, in Kent, killing eleven per- 
sons and injuring thirteen. Three 
Cc rman airplanes were shot down. 

Pleasant Cook, aged 85, is dead 
at Nicholasville. 

The Italians continued their great 
offensive from Tolmino to the head 
of the Adriatic Sea, despite stubborn 
Austrian resistance, and the British 
and French made further gains at 
Lens and Verdun, and held their 
gains. The Italians have taken over 
13,000 prisoners, and the Fgench 
6,000. Aerial fighting yes*' rday was 
intense on the French' ont. Be- 
tween the Tirul marshes and the 
River An the Germans have started 
a new offensive against the Russians. 

WON BY BIG MAJOR ITY 

The election to take the sense of 
the people of the Waynesburg grad- 
ed high school on the question 
of voting bonds with which 
to build a school-house to take the 
place of the one burned seme tim<? 
ago was held Monday and it was de- 
cided by a vote of 56 to 6 to sell 
bonds to the amount of IlkOOO, The 
bonds will be printed at once and 
sold. It is the intention of* the ti is- 
tees to build a modern school-house 
of four or five rooms and it will like- 
ly be of concrete. Prof. S. S. Robin- 
son, head of the school, who was 
here this week attending the Insti- 
tute, tells the I. J. that the school 
will resume work Monday next and 
that it is hoped that every punil will 
be on hand the first day. The two 
lodge rooms, the old drugu store and 
a room in the Wavneshurg Deposit 
Bank will be used. Prof. Robinson is 
very much inteersted in his work at 
Wavneshurg and thinks in a few- 
weeks he will have things running 
well in his school, which was con- 
siderably crippled by the burning of 
the building.

"At the rate of four pounds of 
foodstuffs a day per soldier, which 
is the ration for camp or garrison, 
4,000,000 pounds will have daily to 
be provided for the troops. This is 
something of a task. Of fresh beef 
alone there will be call for 1,250.- 
000 pounds. The army will drink 35 
tons of coffee daily. Two huge train 
loads of foodstuffs will be required 
each day to carry the provisions for 
the force in question. Think of fur- 
nishing the meals for a great moving 
city of a million neople, or of provis-
